The Permanent Investiga- 1 
tions Subcommittee of the 
Government Operations Com- 
mittee was investigating alle- 
gations that anti-poverty funds 
spent to rehabilitate gang 
ihembers actually went to buy ^ 
weapons. 

Fort is free on $1000 bail.
